SEARCH ABANDONED 

BECAUSE OF DANGER 



Fire Caused by Sparl< From 
Cigar Ligliter Igniting Ben- 
zine — List of Victims Who 
Have been Identified 



CHICAGO, March 25.— Fire broko 
out In the building ot the Fish Furni- 
ture Co. today, and spread so rapidly 
that the escape of a number ot tha 
einplbyees was cut off. Tho victims 
are supposed to number sixteen. 

Search of tlu; ^vreckagc for bodies 
of those who lost their lives was dis- 
continued this afternoon owing to 
danger from tottering walls, but not 
until after twelve of the dead had been 
recovered and eievi'U of these identi- 
fied. \\'liilc earlier estimates placed 
the numiicr of victims supposed to bu 
on ihe fourth and fifth lloors of thti 
liiillding us twcnt.v, later and ' more 
1 crough investigation Indicates tliat 
tiierc were but sixteen. Two of these 
escaped, which leaves but two moro 
to bb accounted for. 

The search was abandoned for the , 
day on the report of chief building in-,' 
sjiector Short, who declared that three • 
of tho walls were In a dangerous con'-, 
ditlon. If these are still standing In' 
tho morning tho-jvork of removing tlt'o. 
debris will be resumed. " '■■ ^ 

A jury wldidi was impanelled this , 
afternoon viewed the bodies at tlie', 
mm-.gue, but the iniiiie.'jt was postponed 
until April 2. 

Leo Storckel. head clerk of the Pish 
Co., who by accident is said to have 
started the fire, told his story to Pirn 
Attorney Pi-ank Hogan this afternoon. 
Although Stortdcel is ;idinlltedly more 
unfortunate than culpable. Attorney 
llogan says he will bring some charge 
ai^ainst the yotin.'j man lo insure his 
attendance at the' imiucst. 

.Storckel w;is bro'.ight before the fire 
attorney witli his hands, which had 
been burned, swathed in baiula.ges. Ho 
appeared heart-broken. "About ■i.i'i 
o'clock this morning," Storekcl saltl, 
■•i\lr. Mitchell, who Is a member of vho 
firm, gave me three pocket cigar light- 
ers, and told me to go to the finishing 
room on tho fourth lloor and fill thcni 
with benzine. I had filled two of the 
lighters out ot the five gallon can. and 
was working on the third when there 
was an explosion. A sheet of flamo 
almost blinded me. I did not fully re- 
gain my senses until I had reached' 
the street. The lighters contained a 
contrtvanco to make a spark, but 
whether I Ignited one of them or not' 
I don't know. I elthor(l dropped tho 
can of benzine when tl^e flames shot 
up in front of mo or It was blown out 
of my hands."

Prospective Chancellor. 
Only a few months ago Count Carl 



von Wedel was tho hottest . favorite 
for tho ImiK'iuiing vacane.v in tlu; 
ohancollorship, If ho did not aclutill.v, 
as is widely believed, doclinu the prot- 
tored honor of that olHce. Today, ac- 
i^ording to an intimation which bears 
the stamp of olliclal origin, ho is 
thre.atonad with disnii.s.sal from tho 
post of viceroy of Alsace-Lorraine, 
Tho circtimstiuices which luive led to 
this crisis ill Ills career aro of a very 
reniiirkablo character. 

One of the most active and Intelli- 
gent leaders of the French party in 
the conquered provinces is the Abbe 
Wetterle, who edits the Jfonr.tial de 
Colmar, and represents one of the Al- 
satian constltiKMicies in the Reich- 
stag. Not long- ago, in the course of 
tt polltlciil campaign in his paper, he 
transgressed beyond what the courts 
held to bo legitimate criticism of one 
of lil.s opponents, and was seiilencca.l 
to two numlliH' iinprlsonment for li- 
bel. Unring liis incareeriitlon ho was 
rogiirdod, and on his liberation ho wtis 
treated by lila fellow partisans, na !i 
martyr to the cause. It has now iie- 
ooma known that a few days befon- 
he left Jail ho received a friendly let- 
ter, written in tho l'"reneli lanKna,L,'e, 
togi!ther with Rifts of a silver inatch- 
liox and an unibrella handle from 
Coiinlesa von Wedid, wife of tlu' \ ice- 
ro,\-. 'I'hls I'.xtraonlinary Incideiil ;lI 
lirsl sight only .si^enieil capable of ;v 
romantic explanation, and was at lirst 
generally disbelieved, its accuracy, 
howi'vi.r, stands beyond (iiiestion, 
thougii the motlvoa underlying it are 
not of so tender a character as might 
liave been supposed. 

It appears that It is an amiable cus- 
tom ot tho Countess to send to invited 
guests who are unable to attend the 
lialls given at the Vice-regal residence 
tho cotillon gifts which would have 
become theirs had they been present. 
Iv'ow, political antagonisms In the 
Nelchsland are not so acute as to be a 
bar to social Intercourse, and the abbe 
was expected among the guests at tho 
last ball at the palace. Tho mere fact 
that he was In prison for political 
libel did not seem to tho Countess a 
.sutllclont reason for making him an 
exception to her rule, and ho accord- 
ingly receives the matchbox (with an 
umbrella handle which was Intemleti 
for his mother) In hla cell, and diii\ 
returned thanks r:cni the same spot. 

Needless to say, there is a great uii- 
roar over this In the press, and ji 
Bonil-ofHclal scribe reports that "tho 
resignation of tho Stratthalter is 
counted upon." He adds the detail 
that in authoritative circles "tho 
action of tho Countess is rogtirded a.s 
iibsolutoly unintelligible, and the oiii.\- 
mitigating circumstances tli.at can be 
found for her .'xro that she Is not Ger- 
luan, but belongs to the Scotch noble 
family of Hamilton, and was born In 
Sweden." 

Germans on Lloyd George 

Tho Conservatlce Relclisbote notes 
tliat during tlie recent debate on tariff 
reform in the British House of Com- 
mons Mr. Lloyd George represented 
Germany as a country where tho work- 
ing people eat horsellesh and black 
bread, and alter roproducine. tlie 
chancellor o£ tho exchequer's state- 
ments on the-subjec.tj'^wrttea:

U 
is to our good German black brcatl 
tliat we owe the strength and-Jiealtli 
of our people. . The protection of tho 
ii.ttional work made Germany prosper- 
ous and economically strong, and from 
this the working people have not least 
jiroflted. They need eat no horso or 
ass(:S' flesh and can afford to buy 
white bread if they wish for it. To 
use the English minister's abhorrence 
of good German black bread seems 
ridiculous. The condition of the Gor- 
man workmen is, on tho average, bet- 
ter than tliat of tlu- English workmen, 
who are compelled to emigrate in 
crowds to the colonies because they 
can earn no bread ot any kind at 
home."

'Tlic me- 
chanic or the hiljercr who Is ready 
to doff bis c-iji and [;i\e a respectful 
greeting to Ids employer Is not a whit 
more lilc(."iy to be iiniiosed n|)on than 
he who meets him with a sullen sluro 
or an impudent nod. In our doaliiih's 
with one another courtesy Is even 
more essential. For the rude man or 
woman life Is a ai^ccesslon of Irrita- 
tions for whle^ no ihtegrlty of pur- 
pose will compensate'.' In business, 
Impoliteness is sure to be tiulckly 
punished. Even If the customer Is 
w.inting in good manners, as ia f.ar 
too often the case, the want of cour- 
tesy In clerk or merchant will not lie 
brooked.

siirance premium and guarantee tlmt 
the German peopbe wlU hot one day 
hijvo to bear the Immense coat of a 
lost war. 

The peace movement, Bnron von 
Stengal declares, Is tea certain ex- 
tent Justlfl>ad; but It ' overshoots Its 
'i'v v.'hon It dreoms of a World Fed- 
eration and the complete , cessation ot 
war. Such endoavora' '.he says, are 
Utopian, and espelslaUy the cosmopol- 
itan- and Internatiohdl tendencl>es on 
which the peace' rtpveipent Is based 
must be opposed. "This": cosmopolitan 
tendency,'' 'continues' '.thej-; learned 
writer, "elthker lias' no: comprehension 
of patriotism and love of country, or 
It gives patriotic feeling a place far 
behind general philanthropy ; whot'oas, 
in the nature of things, man -la at- 



tached first, to hla family, to his home, 
and his country, and is ready to sac- 
rlllco himself for tliioae, and then only 
feels that hu belongs to mankind. It 
Ik true that It is very Incoaveulent to 
many to bring cosmopolltun feeling 
Into the foreground, because they con- 
alder thenis>olvos Justllled, on the basis 
of this feeling, !n repelling with in- 
dignation the idea of nuikinjj tiny sac- 
rifice for their country. 

"Another pha.se of the iieace rriovc- 
ment," Uaron von Stengal says, "e1v)cs 
serious cause for consideration ,nanii.- 
ly, that it seeks to suppress not only 
the warlike, but also the manly spirit 
of the people. .-Vll wars are treated as 
predatory caniiiaigns or eainptUgns 
und'ertaken solely for coiuiuest, and 
eminent army leaders, who have hith- 
erto been praltjed and honored, and 
brave and conscientious olllcera and 
soldiers, who have hitherto been es- 
t>cunied, are In future to bo regarded 
as leaders and members of liiinds of 
robbers and devastators." All this is 
evidence. Baron von .Stengal contends, 
of the lame.atable feminist bent ol' imr 
age, as is also the fact that woaien 
play such an impm-taiit rol-e in the 
Iieace movement. It Is, ho saj's, a 
matter of the utmost necessity tli.'U 
not only the Gorman poo|ile, hut all 
the ]Ourop(.iui peoples sh.-ill preserve 
their manly character It they wish to 
coiiie out victorious with the Monirols 
for suiireinacy In tli(. wurld, which Is 
apiiareiitly Inevltiible. 

"l'"'roni this point of view," lie con- 
cludes, "the combating of the so- 
called 'Peace' .Moveni.-at ,'ic.iulri'S an 
importance of the highest magnitude. 
The (luestlon Is wlietlu.r the peopk.s 
of the whlt»e race understand how to 
preserve those qualities which will (.li- 
able them to maintain permanently 
against the efforts of the yellow and 
black races p(ditlcal. economic and in- 
tellectual sup'eriority." 

In Finland's Behalf 

A remarkable demonstration on he- 
half of Finland has been nuide by se\ - 
onty professors of German universi- 
ties. It talces the form of a declara- 
tion In which It Is polnt>ed out that 
the measures which the Russian Oov- 
ornment has set in motion agtiinst tlie 
Grand Duchy of Finland tire of such 
an extraordinary nature and slgniii- 
canco that they cannot but produce a 
most painful sensation of surprise in 
every civilized country. 

"WVo have no Intention," the signa- 
tories state, "of Interfering: In the in- 
ternal affairs of Russia, but the differ- 
ences' hetween tho Russian Govern - 
m»ent and the people of Finland affe ct 
also the .general interest of Europe. 
The destruction, or even only the in- 
fringement, of the political Indepen- 
dence of Finland "would be a bi^each of 
the aasurancos ceremoniously given, 
and would signify the annulment of a 
legal situation recognized for genera- 
tions as being unimpeachable." 




HAVE DAN GEROU S POWER 

striking Elevator Employees in Paris 
Warn Public to Eschew 
Lifts 



PARIS, March 25.— M. Pataud, tho 
secretary of the Electric Light Work- 
ers' Union, Is once more busy promot- 
ing industrial strlfp. Acting on his 
advice, tho employee's of the various 
elevator or lift factories in and around 
Paris have ceased work. The men mot 
at the Bourse du Travtul, and present- 
ed their demands to the employers in 
the shape of nn ultimattim: "Increased 
pay or no work," it aald in effect. (.)f 
the firms affected, one alone, a Gcr- 
m,-ui liouse, agreed to accept the men's 
conditions. 

Tho whole of tho hands have been 
called out from the other houses, tind 
in its manifesto to the public the strike 
committee makes this threat: "Bour- 
geois, If you have any regard for .\-our 
skin, do not eiit.-r lifts while the pri.s- 
ent dispute Is in progress." To ajjpre- 
clatc the full slgnif Ictuioe of the re- 
mark. It must be e.vplalned that the 
elevators at the principal hotels of 
the city are examined weekly by an 
employee of the firm that constructed 
them. The strikers or their emissar- 
ies have it in their power to injure 
the mccanism of the lift and bring 
oibout serious accidents.
